Psa. 121:1, 2, “I will lift up mine eyes 
unto the hills, from whence cometh my 
help. My help cometh from the Lord, 
which made heaven and earth.” 

In the preceding chapter David tells 
how he was distressed (grieved, per- 
plexed) but in his trouble he cried unto 
the Lord and was delivered. Psa. 46:1 
says, “God is our refuge and strength, 
a very present help in trouble.” 


We, God’s children, are travelling the 
same road David did. We are in trouble. 
There is sin, hatred, dissatisfaction 
abounding on every side of us, not only 
among the saints, but the whole world 
in general is in trouble. What shall we 
do—throw up our hands and give up? 
No, we will lift our cyes unto the hills 
and call for help. 

I find in my travels that a great num- 
ber of holiness and Pentecostal people 
have compromised with the world in 
various ways. The result is that they have 
lost their vision and when the Holy 
Ghost, who at one time had the right 
of way in their lives, begins to move and 
is manifest in their midst, they are so far 
from God that He, the precious Spirit of 
God, is a stranger to them. They are 
modernizing and agreeing with the world 
that it isn’t best to have too much de- 
monstration, thus the Holy Ghost is put 
in the background, grieved because of no 
freedom. 

2 Thess. 2:3 is being fulfilled. People 
are falling away from the truth. This 
means full gospel folks. Prov. 23:23 says, 
“Buy the truth, and sell it not.” That 
is, hold to it and under no circumstances 
let it get away from you. 

2 Pet. 3:16 speaks of some wresting 
the Scriptures to their own destruction. 
Wrest means to twist, wrench, or force 
by violence. For instance, I find some 
among the Pentecostal ranks who say 
that the scripture in Mark 16:18, where 
it says, “Ye shall take up serpents,” 
doesn’t mean that at all, although it is 
the same “shall” as in “‘ye shall lay hands 
on the sick and they shall recover.” If 
I didn’t believe one, I wouldn’t believe 
the other. Just because a few ignorant 
people have picked them up without the 
anointing of God and brought a re- 
proach, is no sign that changes the Word 
of God. I’m glad the Church of God 
rightly divides the Word. And saints, 
let’s keep preaching it if we never take 
them up. I’m glad God knows where we 
stand. 2 Tim. 2:19 says, “Nevertheless 
the foundation of God  standeth sure, 
having this seal, The Lord knoweth them 
that are his.” 


Personally, I believe the Church is 


nearing the place where God will restore 
the gifts. But we will have to do as Jer. 
6:16 says, “Ask for the old paths, where 
is the good way, and walk therein.” 

Remember those people in Jeremiah’s 
day said, “We will not walk therein.” 
Will we do as they did, or shall we be 
willing and obedient and bear the re- 
proach? 

Psa. 32:8, 9 says, “I will instruct thee 
and teach thee in the way which thou 
shalt go: I will guide thee with mine 
eye. Be ye not as the horse, or as the 
mule, which have no understanding: 
whose mouth must be held in with bit 
and bridle, lest they come near unto 
thee.” Surely we have no people in our 


ranks who are so far from God that 
they are without understanding. 
Saints, the end is near. The Holy 


Ghost is seeking out a bride for Jesus. 
Shall we be among the number? I fear 
the Church as a whole will not be 
chosen, I am often reminded of Gideon 
who started out to battle with thirty- 
two thousand and ended up with three 
hundred. God could use the three hun- 
dred and do more with them than he 
could that great number, because they 
were as one man. 

Many have given up and gone back 
already, but this is no time to give up. 
Gal. 6:9 says, “And let us not be weary 
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in well doing: for in due season we shall 
reap, if we faint not.” I'll admit this is 
the fainting age. I am reminded of 
David, that great warrior who, when on- 
ly a lad went out and fought and killed 
the big giant and won a great battle. 
But we find later in 2 Sam. 21:15-18 
that he went out to battle another time 
against the Philistines and waxed faint. 
He almost got killed himself this time 
by one of the giants. But Abishai suc- 
coured him, and killed the giant. Then 
the men of David swore unto him saying, 
“Thou shalt go no more out with us to 
battle, that thou quench not the light 
of Israel.” The world is in a turmoil and 
we are in a battle, but let us not wax 
faint like David and have the Lord tell 
us He can’t trust us in battle any more. 

Luke twenty-first chapter tells us of 
the signs of the coming of Jesus. V. 28 
says, “And when these things begin to 
come to pass, then look up, and lift up 
your heads; for your redemption draw- 
eth nigh.” Surely it is time to lift our 
eyes unto the hills from whence cometh 


our help.

The sovereign summons to men is the 
summons to prayer. It is a call to use the 
great unused human resources of pow- 
er. It is the call to every man to wali 
with the tread of a giant “an open but 
unfrequented path to immortality.” 
Other lesser calls must die out in us if 
the present spiritual world crisis is to be 
met. Practical men of business say that 
this is the work of the minister or the 
missionary, but Christ’s call to prayer 
was not limited to any group of individ- 
uals or to a_ special section of the 
Church. Intercession has been called “the 
deeply buried talent.” 

Let us frankly face the fact that there 
is no call which involves more of un- 
withholding consecration than the life 
of intercession. There is no service which 
demands so much of a man, which digs 
down so deep into his life, which floods 
with such a searching light all the 
methods and principles by which men 
govern their lives. 

On the other hand, let it not be for- 
gotten that there is no human means of 
releasing such measureless forces among 
mankind. We are in the midst of a spirit- 
ual conflict and prayer is the determin- 
ing factor in that conflict. This involves 
not simply a prayer for ourselves in a few 
hurried sentences at night, when too 
tired to remember what has been prayed 
for when the words are said, not a few 
fragments of time given to this most 
important occupation, but prayer, cen- 
tral in life, having a clear space in which 
to live and breathe and yet not confined 
to times and seasons, but mingling with 
the whole of life. Sadly it must be con- 
fessed that intercession is not yet the pas- 
sion of our lives. 

Prayer gives quiet confidence that 
things really happen when men pray. It 
is as vital as muscular force, as real as 
electricity. It wrenches men loose from 
their limitations and projects personali- 
ty into distant lands. It is the lever of 
God to pry continents and dead civiliza- 
tions up into newness of life. It is the 
power which helps to lift history out of 
its bed and puts it down into new chan- 
nels where it belongs. It has been said 
that, “The supreme question of missions 
is how to multiply the number of Chris- 
tians who, with truthful lives and with 
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clear unshaken faith in the character and 
ability of God, will individually or col- 
lectively, or co-operatively as a church, 
wield the force of intercessory prayer for 
the conversion and transformation of 
men, for the inauguration and _energiz- 
ing of spiritual movements and for the 
breaking down of all that exalts itself 
against Christ and His _purposes.”—

It is doubtful if it is realized 
abroad what the Fascism education has 
been for the last thirteen years. This gen- 
eration has been brought up on the doc- 
trine that, might is right, that Italy and 
Italians are God’s own and only people, 
that their rights or desires are absolutely 
sacred. It has been drilled into them in 
every way, unceasingly. Boys of seven 
are taught that, if you are a ‘man’ you 
hit back harder when you are hit, that 
the glory of the state is everything, and 
that the greatest honor is to live and die 
for the Italy of the future, the new 
Roman Empire, which will succeed the 
British. When about three years ago all 
university professors had to take the 
Fascists oath or retire, only eleven in all 
Italy refused it. It was accepted by most 
of the strongest anti-Fascists,

You’ve worked 
hard. Your people have caught the mis- 
sion spirit, and no doubt have given much. 
But check carefully your churches, make 
a special effort to raise your quota every- 
where, and let your people feel the bless- 
ing of being a hundred-per-center for 
Missions, and in every other department 
of the Church’s program. 

In my last mail a letter from one of 
our missionaries informed me that he had 
two or three more new churches ready 
to set in order before time of our Assem- 
bly. God is blessing. It is our time to 
work. Work while it is day—the night is 
soon coming.To-night as I spoke not many 
miles from Washington, D. C., to a few 
hundred people, telling them of the alarm- 
ing on-rush and evils of Communism, 
there was a number of men rose to- 
gether and left the building and I was 
assured by men of this locality that these 
were Communists. A few months ago 
Sister Atkinson and workers in Old Mexi- 
co, where ours and all other missions were 
closed by Communists, slipped away to 
the river and baptized some hungry- 
hearted, God-fearing people. While they 
stood on the bank with dripping-wet 
clothes the officers of the law rushed up 
on horseback to arrest them, but the of- 
ficers didn’t see them baptizing, there- 
fore let them go. Of course, we are not 
in the great tribulation which is to come, 
but these are the beginning of sorrows, 
Matt. 24:8. O brother, sister, this is cer- 
tainly no time to sit idly around or to bite 
and devour one another, and look for trou- 
ble, but most assuredly it is a time in 
which we must win souls for God, in these 
closing hours, and above all endure to 
the END. Matt. 24:13, “But he that shall 


endure unto the END, the same shall be 
saved.” 


My heart has been especially touched 
lately by letters from our good loyal 
preachers who have had little means to 
live on this year, in fact, some have gone 
hungry and had to make out some way. 
Please pray for our Council meeting this 
year that God will especially help us all 
in arranging a plan if possible, to meet 
the great needs of the Church in spread- 
ing the Gospel. There is so much to do 
and such a little time to work. God help 
us! 

Below is given the record of the states 


which raised within the first three quar- 
ters of 1936 more missions than they 
did for same period of last year. Also 
we are showing last year’s rank of mem- 
bership, the rank in the amount of mis- 
sions paid by each state and the overplus 
gained the first three quarters of 1936 
over the 1935 whole-year record. I want 
to make this clear so that you will be 
able to see just where your state stands. 


For instance, Kansas ranks 28th place 
in membership—that is, there are 27 
other states which have a larger member- 
ship than Kansas, but ranking 8th place 
as it does in the amount of missions paid, 
means that only seven other states paid 
more mission money than they. This 
large amount paid in made it possible for 
them to beat their own last year’s twelve- 
month record in the first three quarters 
of 1936 and still have $276.41 to go on 
her last quarter to make a still greater 
gain over her last year’s work. You will 
also notice that the $276.41 is third larg- 
est amount of overplus, (only two others 
show greater margin). Now, do you see 
how it is figured? 

I am sure you will be delighted to see 
the amount each state pays per capita, or 
according to their membership. How does 
your state rank with the others? Of 
course this is only for the first three 
quarters of 1936.

Now don’t everyone think that the 
other fellow will bring his mission money 
and you won’t have to be in a hurry and 
then let us lose our opportunity to double 
our missions. Come on, let’s go! Raise 
this amount to the glory of God. Pray 
about the matter and let God lead you. 
I know there are many individuals who 
could and let’s believe will, help us in 
this record-year to double our missions.

MOUNT CARMEL 
By J. H. INcRaM 


INTRODUCTION 

“Flying” denotes the action of the 
verb “to fly”; p. adj. adapted to flight; 
brief, or hurried. An ordinary airplane 
will take off at about sixty miles per 
hour, and I verily believe our motor- 
caravan only lacked wings in order to 
take the air, judging from the way we 
went speeding down the modern, paved 
highway. Only fast trucks and cars are 
allowed on the road during the trouble, 
and they must be in good repair. The pa- 
rade was indeed a contrast, compared 
with the slow trudging camel pack- 
trains following the same route. 

The other members of my old touring 
party, including one brother from Amer- 
ica, one from China, one from India, and 
a fourth one from South Africa had left 
me, each one going his own way. For- 
tunately though, I met one Captain 
Roberts of the Church Army—a former 
traveling companion—and we joined the 
convoy of trucks and buses going 
through Samaria and Galilee to Mount 
Carmel-by-the-sea. The procession halted 
at the military post on the outskirts of 
Jerusalem, where two truck loads of soi- 
dier-guards joined the company, one 
group going before with rifles and ma- 
chine guns to clear the way, while the 
other party took up the rear, There were 
also fast motor-cycle scouts speeding up 
and down the road to keep a lookout for 
any of the hostile brigands who may 
venture forth to make battle. The sol- 
diers were members of the Royal Scotch 
Highlanders—called the “Ladies from 
hell.” They were dressed in their “kilts” 
—short petticoats, usually of black, red, 
green and yellow plaid, with their bare 
knees showing between them and _ their 
half-leggings, and wore steel helmets. 
There were also fast armoured cars and 
“tanks” patrolling the road, and I 
noticed the town police carried metal 
shields to ward off stones thrown at 
close range. Scouting planes were zoom- 
ing low overhead, to over-awe the riot- 
ing populace. It looked more like going 
to war, than to see the so-called “Holy 
Land.” Well, thank God! Jesus is com- 
ing back one of these days, to catch 


away the bride for a little honeymoon 
trip to the skies, after which He will 
return to establish His kingdom, and set 
in order “things that are wanting.” In 
the meantime the stand England is tak- 
ing to preserve the peace and protect the 
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rights of all peaceful citizens—Jew and 
Arab alike—is to be commended, and we 


should make them an_ object of our 
prayers. Pray for the peace of Jerusalem, 
is still my request. 


JERUSALEM TO NABLUS 

Nablus is the modern town of which 
ancient Shechem and Sychar are su- 
burbs. Shortly after leaving the city we 
passed on the right a hill called Tel-el- 
Ful, the site of Gibeah of Saul in the 
Tribe of Benjamin, 1 Sam. 10:26; 11:4; 
13:1-16. Behind this hill is Anathoth, 
still called Anata, birthplace of Abiathar 
the High Priest and the Prophet Jere- 
miah, Isa. 10:30; Jer. 1:1; 32:7-9, etc. 
To our left were good views of Nebi 
Samwil, the traditional site of Samuel’s 
burial place. There was heavy fighting at 
this place during the war when the min- 
destroyed by 


aret—now  rebuilt—was 
shell fire. 

About one-fourth of a mile from 
there, the road turned sharply to the 


right, and in a narrow plain to the left 
could be seen two ancient Roman roads, 
one leading north to Damascus and the 
other in a westerly direction to Antipa- 
tris and Caesarea. It is almost certain 
that St. Paul followed this road by night, 
with his escort of four hundred seventy 
Roman soldiers, horsemen, and spearmen, 
en route to Caesarea, Acts 23:23-35. 

A mile or so further on we saw on the 
right Er Ram the old Ramah mentioned 
often in the Old Testament, and_ in 
Matthew 2:16-18. All this district is 
within the borders of the Tribe of Ben- 
jamin. Micmash lies to the east of Er 
Ram, and can be reached on foot in 
about one and one-half hours. Next we 
came to Tell-El-Nisbeh, the site of an 
old Canaanite and also a Hebrew city 
built by King Asa, with walls twenty to 
twenty-nine feet thick, and in one place 
forty feet high. This may be the site of 
Mizpeh, Jer. 40, 41, also spelled Mizpah. 

A short distance from here the main 
road passed through Bireh, the ancient 
Beeroth. In the village are ruins of a 
large church of the Holy Family, fin- 
ished in 1146. It was built on the site of 
a much older church, and marks the spot 
where it is said-Mary and Joseph discov- 
ered that the child Jesus was not with 
them and returned to Jerusalem to seek 
Him. Ruins of an old Kahn (Inn) are 
close by, the first stopping place for 
caravans going north. 

Immediately after leaving the village 
of Bireh, an old road led off to the right 
in the direction of Bethel which could be 
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seen on a hill a little over a mile away. 
This is where Jacob rested over night on 
his way to Haran, and saw the vision of 
the heavenly ladder with the angels as- 
cending and descending, Gen. 28:10-22. 
The road continues to Tel Azur or Baal 
Hazor, mentioned in 2 Sam. 13:23. It is 
on a hill with scattered trees, and is said 
to be the highest point in this part of 
Palestine. And now you are beginning to 
wonder, no doubt, what the prefix “tell” 
signifies. It means “hill”; for example, 
the modern city of Tel Aviv literally 
means “Spring Hill” or “Hill of the 
Spring”’—having reference to the season. 

We continue our journey passing 
through the village of Ain Sinai, much 
damaged by shell fire during the war, 
and in a few minutes cross the borders 
of the Tribe of Ephraim and into the hill 
country, Josh. 17: 17, 18. About five 
miles from here we pass Ain-el-Harami- 
yeh, “The Robber’s Well,” on our left, 
having descended about 500 feet from 
Jerusalem. It was here in Mt. Ephraim 
that Joshua was buried, Josh. 24:29, 30. 

Below a village in the cleft of the 
hills, well forward lies Shiloh, resting 
place of the Ark of the Covenant after 
the conquest of Canaan, Josh. 18:1-10. 
We pass to the left of El-Mukhnah-el- 
Tahta—Lower and Upper Encamp- 
ment,” while on the opposite side of the 
road, not far away, is another place of 
the same name with the exception, the 
suffix ‘“Tahta” is substituted by 
“Foga,” designating it as “The Upper 
Encampment”—names possibly derived 
from the camp of the Israelites estab- 
lished here on their first arrival in 
Shechem. Not very far from here on a 
small hill to the right, may be seen the 
tomb of the High Priest Eleazar, the son 
of Aaron, with that of his son Phineas 
near by. Josh. 24:33. 

About a mile and a half from here we 
passed Jacob’s We'l on our right, where 
Jesus talked with the woman of Samaria, 
John 4:5-43. I had desired to stop here 
but we were entering a section of hostile 
country, and the convoy put on all the 
speed possible until we passed through 
the barbed-wire entanglements thrown 
about the encampment. I did, however, 
make a stop here on my way back from 
Galilee, and had a drink from the old 
well, but will not take the time and 
space to describe my visit in this writ- 
ing. Before entering the city of Nabius, 
we passed Tel-el-Balata, the ancient 
Shechem, Gen. 12:6; Josh. 24:1, 25. 
This was one of the cities of Refuge, 
Josh. 20:7; 1 Kings 12:1-25. On entering 
the latter named village we could see off 
to our right the white dome of Joseph’s 
Tomb, Josh, 24:32. A little beyond was 
the village of Sychar from whence the 
woman of Samaria come to Jacob’s well 
to draw water. 

We now enter a natural amphitheatre 
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formed by the opposite recesses of Mount 
Gerizim and Mount Ebal, the traditional 
site of the reading of the blessings and 
cursings prescribed by Moses (Deut. 27: 
11-28:14) and fulfilled by Joshua (Josh. 
8:30-35). Mt. Gerizim to the right, rises 
to a height of 2,849 feet, and an old 
building at the top could be seen near the 


place where the Samaritans still perform ~ 


their ancient Passover Sacrifice. The lit- 
tle valley here is perhaps one-half mile 
wide at the most, and was occupied at 
the time by the British soldiers, who had 
set up camp and formed a tent village, 
thus converting the place into a “City 
of Refuge” once again, so to speak, dur- 
ing these troubled times. This spot also 
is to-day the source of blessings and 
cursings, depending on one’s attitude to- 
ward the enforcement of law and order, 
nobly undertaken by the English troops. 
On the opposite side of the road, divid- 
ing the tent-city, is Mt. Ebal, 3,077 feet 
above the main sea level. We now enter 
Nablus, which is 1,000 feet below Jeru- 
salem. This is the headquarters and the 
only home of the remnant of the ancient 
Samaritan sect, now numbering about 
170 people, 2 Kings 17:24, 28, 33; John 
4:9. 
NABLUS TO NAZARETH 

About eight miles beyond Nablus we 
passed the ancient “Hill of Samaria,” 1 
Kings 16:24. Adjoining the site was the 
modern village of Sebastiyeh. On a high 
hill to the right could be seen two bas- 
tions of the gateway, probably mentioned 
in 2 Kings 6:24-7:20. There were also 
left the pillars of Herod’s Colonnade, and 
remains of Ahab’s “ivory house,” 1 
Kings 22:39. Continuing around a sort 
of ridge, we could look back to Samaria, 
and to our left was the Plain of Sharon 
and the Mediterranean seacoast. Yellow 
sand dunes clearly marked the site of an- 
cient Caesarea. 

After crossing the ridge, Nebi Dahi, or 
little Hermon—also called the Hill of 
Moreh, Judges 7:1—could be seen well 
forward. Just above it could alse be seen 
Mount Tabor which was 30 miles from 
where we were. On a clear day splendid 
views of Mount Hermon 90 miles away 
to the right may be had, Psa. 89:12; 133: 
3. Hermon is 9,166 feet high and is cov- 
ered with snow much of the time. It is 
the culminating point of the Anti-Leba- 
non range, towering high above the an- 
cient city of Dan, and the sources of the 
River Jordan. 

Nazareth could now be seen well 
among the lower hilltops to the left of 
Little Hermon, and to the right of the 
road was a clearly defined “Tell”—hill— 
marking the site of Dothan, -vhere 
Joseph found his brethren, was cast into 
the pit, finally withdrawn and sold into 
Egypt, Gen. 37:15-36. This is also the 
place where Elisha and his servant were 
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surrounded by the Syrian army, 2 Kings 
6313-23. 

About five miles from here, on the hill 
to our left, was the fortress of Ibleam, 
and later a crusading castle. Close to the 
road an archway leads past a small pool 
and into a subterranean passageway by 
which the Crusaders came down to the 
spring in safety. The lower end of their 
steps can be seen cut in the rock. A little 
farther on, looking back, a small dome 
can be seen marking the site of the for- 
tress, Josh 17:11; 2 Kings 19:27. This 
valley is probably mentioned as “The go- 
ing up to Gur” when Ahaziah was killed 
by Jehu’s orders, We now enter the Tribe 
of Issachar, and pass through Jenin, the 
ancient Engannin, Josh. 19:21; 21:29. 
All along this bit of road we could see 
Mount Carmel, well forward, sloping 
down to the sea at Haifa, with Naza- 
reth straight ahead in the hills. 

Next we pass the Tell where the an- 
cient fort of Ta’anak stood, Josh. 12:21; 
Judges 5:19. On the right were the 
slopes of Mount Gilboa, where King 
Saul was defeated by the Philistines. To 
our left the vast Plain of Esdraelon was 
in plain view. This is one of the world’s 
most ancient battlefields. It is also 
known as Megiddon. I will describe my 
trip through this valley in another ar- 
ticle. We are now opposite Zer’in, the an- 
cient Jezreel, city of Ahab and Jezebel, 
1 Sam. 29:1-11; 1 Kings 18:45-46; 21: 
1-17; 2 Kings 8:29; 9:10-37; 10:6, 7, 
etc. We are now in Galilee. After pass- 
ing Jezreel we could see Shunem, among 
the trees on the slopes of Little Hermon. 
You Bible readers will recall the visits 
of the Prophet Elisha to this place, where 
he was lodged in the home of the good 
people who had made for him a room on 
top of their house, and of how he later 
raised their son from the dead, 2. Kings 
4:1-37. Still more to the right was the 
valley of Jezreel, leading down to the 
River Jordan, Judges 6:33. Beyond the 
Jordan Valley we could see the distant 
Mountains of Gilead. To our left in the 
extreme distance, across the Plain of Es- 
draelon, could be seen the ancient for- 
tress of Megiddo, Judges 5:19; 2 Kings 
19:27, 23:29, 30. The modern name is 
Tell El Mutasellum. 

For the next several miles the road led 
us through a rich agricultural section, 
and several Jewish towns and co-opera- 
tive colonies, including Affula, Balforia, 
and Tel-Adashim, After leaving Balforia, 
we could see to our right on the other 
slope of Little Hermon, Nain, where Je- 
sus raised the widow’s son to life, Luke 
7:11-18. Endor, whither Saul went to 
consult the witch before his last fight 
and death—to be described later-—is 
further to the right behind the slope, 1 
Sam. 28:3-25. 

We are now at the threshold of Naza- 
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reth, the home of Christ during His 
childhood days, but we do not enter the 
city at this time. 
NAZARETH TO HAIFA-MT. 
CARMEL 

On reaching the outskirts of Nazareth 
we veered to the left, taking the short- 
cut to Haifa to avoid climbing the hill, 
since we had no passengers for that 
place. It was about twenty-five miles to 
Haifa and Mt. Carmel from here, and 
the road led through a section of the 
country very prominent in Bible history, 
but I will not be able to mention all the 
places of interest, for lack of time and 
space. I am following this up with an 
article on my trip through Galilee, if 
our readers are further interested. 

First, we pass the traditional Mount 
of the Precipitation, where the Jews in- 
tended to throw Jesus down to His 
death on the rocks, Luke 4:16-30. To 
the right of this was the ancient Jaffia, 
a strong city, surrounded by a double 
wall in the time of Josephus. Trajan and 
Titus are said to have captured the city 
for Vespasian, with a loss to the Jews of 
15,000 men. From here fine views of 
Mount Carmel may be had. At the top 
of the eastern end (left) is a Greek mon- 
astery. Just below this is a natural am- 
phitheatre in the hill, the probable site 
of Elijah’s great conquest with the 
priests of Baal, 1 Kings 18:17 to end. 
There is a spring here which is said to 
never go dry, so even in the time of 
drought water may have been taken 
from it to throw on the altar (verses 33- 
35). The place is still called in Arabic 
“El Mahraqa”—The Sacrifice. In the 
plain at the foot of the hill a Tell can 
be seen, which is still called by the na- 
tives “Tell El Qusus”—The Mound of 
the Priests.” And Elijah brought them 
down to the brook Kishon and slew them 
there,” verse 40. We now pass through 
a forest ot evergreen oaks—grievously 
destroyed by the Turks during the late 
war—and cross over the ancient river of 
Kishon. The road now runs along the 
foot of Mt. Carmel which formed the 
southern border of the Tribe of Asher. 
Passing the Druse village of Beledesh 
Sheikh, we enter the large modern city 
of Haifa.
